It as understood that Captain Er- 
hardt, famed in the Kapp putsch, is one 
of the leaders of the force. He re-

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THE INCOME TAX TYRANNY. 


In an interesting and highly en- 
tertaining communication from 
John D. Taylor, of Summerville, 


published elsewhere on this page, 
the writer recites the experiences 
of practically every man of affairs 
in this country, as to the inquisito- 
rial methods employed in the col- 
lection of the federal income taxes, 
and the inconveniences, harassings, 
worries and financial losses imposed 
by a system wrapped in red tape 
and in legal complexities that evolve 
and stimulate tyranny. 


Mr. Taylor is one of the most 


‘prominent business men in Georgia, 
a constructive, virile and dependable 
citizen who is a great asset to his 
‘town, his county and his state, hav- 
‘ing done more for the development 
‘of Chattooga, perhaps, than any 
‘other one man, 

Not only is he a leader in indus- 
trial development but it was his per- 
‘sonal initiative that brought his 
county within two years to a place 


of prominence as a leading tobacco. 


growing county of Georgia, he hav- 
ing brought expert growers from 
North Carolina—after the advent of 
the boll weevil—to understandingly 
instruct the farmers of Chattooga 
how to reconstruct their farming 
Operations with tobacco as one of 
the basic money products. The suc- 
¢ess has been as expected. 

Mr. Taylor’s story of his experi- 
ence with the income tax law is 
gripping in intense human interest. 
it is a faithful story of what busi- 
ness men and institutions are going 
through all over Georgia and the 
‘nation—a system of torture that is 
unparalleled in the commercial his- 
tory of the world. 

The blame is not with the admin- 
istrators of the law. The personal 
contact of some of the field agents 
may be displeasing as in Mr. Tay- 
lor’s case, but the real blame for all 
of it is the law itself that is so com- 
plicated, and so absolutely incom- 
prehensible that various interpreta- 
tions are made by various enforce- 
ment and department officials; so 
much so in-fact that business inter- 
ests of the country have been un- 
necessarily and inexcusably taxed 
millions of dollars in cash, in pay- 
ing for errors made on the part of 
government officials. 

The system has penalized thrift, 
dwarfed industry and sapped indi- 
vidual endeavor to a greater extent 
than any feature. of governmental 
exactions made since this nation be- 
came a republic. 

The congress of the United States 
‘is the remedy. It is admitting in- 
tellectual weakness or indifference 
to say the federal income and Sur- 
tax Jaws cannot be simplified. 

There is no excuse for a law so 
complex that it compels a man or 
firm to employ expert accountants 
ty interpret, and to outline the re- 
quirements to be met, and then to 
find that a new set of internal rev- 
enue officials have placed an en- 
tirely new or a revised interpreta- 
tion upon the same law. Business 
is not safe; the tone of business can- 
not become firm; the pendulum of 
unrest cannot swing to a plumb so 
long as such an inquisition is per- 
mitted to exist. 

And yet there are members of 
congress, and leaders in party af- 
fairs, who openly avow the expedi- 
ency of politics to be paramount to 
the businéss and industrial inter- 
ests of the country 

Right now Secretary Mellon says 
the surtaxes can be further reduced 
from 50 to 25 per cent. Senator 
Smoot, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, admits the government is in 
position to make these reductions, 
which would amount to around 


Be $500,000,000 a year saving to the 


country, but says it would be politi- 
a cally unwise to the republican inter- 
ests to open the tax igsue in view 


of the insurgent attitude ready to 
seek embarrassment of the adminis- 
tration. 

Such an attitude is utterly de- 
fenseless. The people can be saved 
‘a half billion dollars a year without 
embarrassment to the government; 
and in the revision downward the 
tax laws can be simplified so as to 
save other millions of uncailed for 
expense tolls; and the unrest caused 
by complexities can be removed— 
but, in the opinion of so important 
a figure as the chairman of the sen- 
ate finance committee it must not 
be attempted for fear of its political 
effect. It is unthinkable. 

Congress should simplify the in- 
come tax laws, cut the red tape, and 
lift the inquisition that rests upon 
the business of the nation today, 
jand is serving to destroy and tear 
down at a time when conservation 
and reconstruction are most vital. 


A GOOD APPOINTMENT. 

Governor Walker, in the appoint- 
ment of W. T. Anderson, editor of 
The Macon Telegraph, to the va- 
cancy on the Georgia state highway 
commission, caused by the sudden 
death Saturday of R. C. Neely, of 
Waynesboro, made efficiency instead 
of politics the guiding influence, and 
for this he is to be most highly com- 
mended. 

Mr. Anderson has taken a keen 
and constructive part in the high- 
way development of the state. He 
has for several years been one of 
the Georgia directors of the Dixie 
Highway association, and has taken 
an active part not only in connect- 
ing the links of that great artery 
through Georgia, but in the build- 
ing of a complete system of inter 
and intra-state thoroughfares, touch- 
ing every courthouse in the state. 
He has made a close study of high- 
way construction, and has been an 
active and virile force behind the 
administration of the department, 
of which he is now an official. 

The services of the late Commis- 
sioner Neely were of great value to 
the commission and to the state. He 
was one of the most prominent 
farmers and merchants of Burke 
county, and a builder of the safe, 
conservative type who made and 


held the respect and the confidences 
| of the whole state. 


PQINCARE’S ADDRESS. 

In view of the movement for an 
international commission of experts 
to survey Germany’s ability to meet 
the reparations imposed by the 
treaty of Versailles, and of Ameri- 
ca’s willingness to participate with 


the allied nations in such a survey, 
which cooperative spirit has already 
had a marked effect in raising the 
morale of the war-torn governments 
caught in the European cataclysm, 
S.me construe Premier Poincare’s 
last- address as prejudicial to the 
undertaking by a _ dictum that 
France will accept no modifications 
of the indemnities fixed, nor be 
willing for any curtailment of the 
legal functionings of the repara- 
tions commission as prescribed by 
the league of nations. Such a con- 
Struction is not justified by the ad- 
dress. There is nothing in the re- 
cent appeal of Premier Baldwin, of 
Great Britain, nor in Secretary 
Hughes’ reply, to indicate anything 
to be undertaken further than a 
careful investigation of German re- 
sources, and recommendations to 
the reparationg committee to be 
based upon the findings. In that 
attitude it was understood, and so 
published to the world, that France 
acceded, along with Belgium and 
Italy. 

The Sunday speech and also the 
Official communique of. the French 
premier, therefore, cannot be con- 
strued as other than a reaffirmation 
of France’s irresolute determination 
to stand upon her rights as of this 
day—-which position is not unten- 
able. j 
There is nothing in either, there- 
fure, that is particularly significant, 
nor do these expressions appear to 
bring any deterrence or embarrass- 
ment to the present cooperative 
movement. 

If Germany can pay the repara- 
tions imposed, the allies, of which 
America is the most unselfish, are 
certainly firm in the conviction that 
she must be made to pay. 

In that event, too, the French 
government would be. greatly 


strengthened in its present position, 
for the governments that brought 
‘the Hohenzollern dynasty to its 
knees and now views with alarm 
\a tendency toward the reestablish- 
ment of autocracy in that country, 
would be very emphatic in not tol- 
erating any further quibblings, 
whinings or évasions on Germany’s 
part. She would be told most em- 
phatically that the first duty that 
would be compelled of her would be 
national honor. 

If on the other hand Germany 
cannot pay, and cannot be placed 
in position to pay without inter- 
national help toward her own in- 
ternal security and industrial re- 
habilitation, then it would also be 
to France’s unprejudiced interest to 
have such cooperation, not only for 
the peace of Europe, but for the 
material interest of the one. nation 
that suffered most during the four 
years’ war. 

There can be no biame attached 
to M. Poincare for his address, or 
for the frank official statement. 
Only in the light of a true and sin- 
cere survey of Germany can that 
,position be changed or modified, 
and such 2 survey only is the pres- 
ent objective of the allied nations.

During the flush time occasioned 
by the world war and the inflation 
of the post-war period, we made a 
large amount of money—tbat is con- 


sidering the amount invested. ‘ben’ 
came the income tax collector, and} 


the excess profit tax collector, and the | 
capital stock tax collector, and the| 


collectors of every other sort of tax | 
that the ingenuity of human brain} 
could invent. We were told that the 
war had brought flush times, which 
were the results of great expenditures 
(nothing was said about the waste) 
on the part of the government, and 
that we ought all to be willing to give 
a large part of our earnings to our) 
government that it might pay its 
debts. We all thought this was right | 
and just and good—we were eager to 
pay our part. 

This particular enterprise did not} 
pay much income and excess profit! 
tax till the year 1917. It did not! 
have much income to pay on. But in 
1917 I paid considerably over $20,000: 
income tax besides capital stock tax, | 
state and county, school, town tax, | 
etc. 

I found that no mere ordinary 
human being could make cut a tax 
return and feel any degree of certainty 
that he had it within a thousand miles 
of correctness—LKinstein’s Theory of 
Relativity is A B C compared to the 
mazy labyrinth and jargon of these 
income tax blanks, with all their notes 
and definitions and _ explanations. 
After standing on my head several 
days trying to get it right, I gave it 
up as hopeless and sent for a self: 
styled expert and paid him $50 plus 
per day to make it out—I paid all the 
tax he said I owed and got my receipt 
in full for taxes that year. But this 
was by no means the end of it. 

Pompous Individual. 

In 1922—five years afterwards—j| 
there appeared here a yery pompous | 
individual. I at first mistook him} 
for Caesar, because in my embarrass- | 
raent I must have misunderstood him. | 
I got only the impression: “So I| 
will, so I command, stat pro ratione | 
voluntas.” I removed my hat, as was! 
fitting and meet, but before I could 
get my shoes off I somewhat regained 
my poise and I finally divined that 
he was the whole United States epito 
mized, and backed by both the army| 
and navy, but I was not mistaken in | 
my understanding that his “wish must 
stand for the reason.” .

Annual Ordeal. 

Then there came the annnal ordeal 
of making my return for 1918, and by 
a change in the date of my fiscal 
year, I made another return for eight 
months of 1919.

Mine is only one of the many thou- 
sand cases of the like kind. Multiply 
me by many thousand and look at me 
and you see the plight of the business 
men f Georgia. Multiply me by 
many million and you see what the 
business men of this whole country 
are up against. 

It is not the payment of taxes that 
I complain of—I want to pay me 
taxes-—I always haye paid them—but 
I do not like to pay all I make for 
taxes ond have to apologize to my 
stockholders because [ have nothing 
for them and then huve these inso- 
lent, cormorant special examiners, 
who ean juggle figures and construe de- 
partment rulings so us to show anv re- 
sult thev want to reach, sit down 
neriodically and just by a manipula- 
tion of figures juggle me out of thou- 
sands and thousands mure. 

No End to It. 

And there seems to be no end to it. 
We are likely to be harassed perioui- 
cally till time shall be no more, We 
are never secure. A man pays his 
taxes—he plans his business for the 
future and works along these plans 
and in the dim distant future a spe- 
cial examiner vomes along and says 
he owes thousunds and thousands 
more, and his wiuns are all upset. 

The most shameful thing about it 
all is the bland, complacent und non- 
chalant way the authorities make out 
their case against the taxpayer. The 
agent says you Owe so much. The 
yovernment says, “Yes, you do, you 
unprofitable son of a gun—you owe it 
because our worthy agent said so. Pay 
that thou owest quick! or if you are 
such a knave as to deny that you owe 
it, or if you are such a fool as to think 
you have any evidence that you do not 
owe it, come on up to Washington and 
bring your high-priced accountants and 
lawyers and endure the law’s delay 
and the continuous expense—we care 
nothing for the trouble and expense 
to you.” 

Now, every time your taxes are 
raised, as mine have been, there is one 
of two things you must do—you can 
nay up and that ends it—till the next 
go round—or you can get expensive 
experts and carry the fight to Wash- 
ington and spend lots of time and 
money and in the end most likely you 
will have to pay the uttermost farth- 
ing that is claimed, with usury, and

,your. obstinacy and 


general cussed- 
ness, 

We have strange names for all these 
things here. We cal] these methods 
beautiful, free, democratic methods. In

It 
commends the sluggard and the drone 
os the object of its tenderest care. It 
discourages the investment of capital 
in the productive arts and industries 


and squeezes it out of the arteries of | 


trade, forcing it to seek investment in 
the many non-productive, non-taxable 
securities which our motherly govern- 
ment has so abundantly provided. 

If this Saturnalia of unrestrained 
extortion, with its inquisition and star 
chamber methods, is to continue fer- 
ever, there is one little cotton mill in 
Georgia for sale. Perhaps I can get 
the tax gatherer to tdke it as part 
payment on tax account. It is hu- 
miliating to confess it, but an hon- 
est confession is always best.

BETTER GIRTH CONTROL. 

Within reasonable limitations, every 
individua: can determine his own 
girth weight. It is very simple. 
‘There is no law against it. When a 
horse grows too fat, his owner knows 
precisely what is the matter: too muct 
feed, too little exercise. When a man 
or woman emulates the herse, it re- 
quires horse sense to know what is 
the matter. Very few of us have it 

Qverweight or superfluous flesh is a 
disease which, as a general rule, is 
acquired or achieved. Nobodys is born 
toc fat.e Few if any inherit obesity, 
though we do derive or learn from 
our parents or other teachers or exain- 
ries the habits or waysof living that 
bring obesity upon us. With certain 
debatable exceptions, we cun decide 
tor ourselves first, how little we sha'l 
eat: second, how much exercise we 
shall take every day. These. dear c} i’- 
dren, it pains me ceeply to say, are 
the determining factors wh.ch are usu- 
ally under our own control. 

Like most of the insidious degenera- 
tions or disease conditicns which 
shorten life and produce enhedon:a, 
obesity creeps upon its victim; it is 
bard to draw the line between normal] 
or healthful accumulation of fat un 
pathclogical oresity. Perhaps the best 
suide we have is the experience of the 
creat Insurance companies. which in- 
dicates definiteiy thata moderate ex- 
cess of weight in persons under 30 
years of age is favorable to longevity 
and health and vigor. as we all cnow 
it is to good lcoks 2nd hedenia or the 
capacity to enjoy life. On the other 
ind, insurance experience as Cer- 


tainly shows that eycn a moderate ex- |} 


eess of weight in persons over the ae 
cf 30 tends to shorten life: everybody 
knows that it reduces efficiency an:! 
impairs happiness. e 

A moderate excess of weight means 
mnything up to 10 per cent above the 
standard weight for a given age and 
height. It would be inadvisable, there- 
fore, for any one under 30 years of 
age, and not more than 10 per cent 
overweight, to attempt to reduce. It 
is scarcely safe for anyone under 19 
years of age to attempt reduction 
under any circumstaances, save by 2d- 
vice and direction of his or her own 
physician, because unwise reduction 
regimens are likely to interfere seri- 
ousiy with normal crowth and devel- 
opment in young persons. For al) 
others, In my judgment, reduction of 
excess weight is not only advisable, 
provided a natural regimen is fol- 
lowed, but tends to better the goneral 
health, increase personal efficienc 
prolong life and restore hedonia. And 
this applies to most cases of patho- 
ivgical obesity associated with other 
disease conditions, as well as ordinary 
uncomplicated overweight. 

In cases of obesity associated with 
anemia (weak blood), or with arterio- 
sclerosis or with high blood pressure 
cr with heart muscle degeneration 
(fatty degeneration or myocarditis) or 
with diahetes or with nephritis 
(Pright’s disease), itis better to leave 
the question of a reduction regimen to 
the judgment of ones own physician, 
but in the presence of any of these 
other degenerations or impairments, 
an cxecess of weight is always a hardi- 
cap which calls for a remedy. For 
such purpose it is plain that no set 
fermula can he laid down without the 
knowledge of individual circumstances 
ond requirements which the patient's 
physician has.

New York, October 29.—Alleging 
a monopoly in restraint of trade, a 
suit to collect $10,050,000 damages 
from the B. F. Keith Vaudeville Ex- 
change, the Orpheum Circuit, Inc., arid 
eleven officials of théag corporations 
was filed in federal court today by 
Shuberts’ Advanced Vaudeville, Inc. 

It was alleged by the Shuberts that 
the defendants had “maliciously and 
wrongfully conspired to crush them by 
preventing vaudeville entertainers 
from appearing in the Shubert cir- 
cuit.” he Shuberts, the B. F. 
Keith and Orpheum circuits practi- 
cally control all the high-class vau- 
deville theaters in the United States 
and Canada. 

The defendants, according to the 
complaint, have terrorized performers 
into doing their bidding. If actors re- 
fuse to obey the “vaudeville trust” the 
complaint alleges that the defendants 
blacklist them and refuse to permit 
them to play in their circuit. 

The actual losses alleged to have 
been suffered by the Shuberts total 
$3,350,000. However, under a civil 
action provision of the Sherman anti- 
trust law, treble damages are allowed 
where restraint through a monopoly is 
proved.

the October salaries might not be paid 
in full. Mr. West declined to state 
definitely the prospects for paying 
October salaries. 

“IT had rather not make any esti- 
mates until ve have a full report on 
October tax receipts,” Mr. West said. 

Asks Complete Report. 

Mayor Sims has asked the comp- 
troller for a complete statement of 
the school department’s financial 
standing which he expects to get in 
time for study before the special joint 
meeting Friday. 

“{ don’t know what recommenda- 
tions I will make or what my attitude 
will be to recommendations of others 
until I know exactly how the school 
department stands,” he said Monday. 

Figures available in the comp- 
troller’s office Monday showed that 
only $161,550.47 remains now of the 
$1,485,586 apportioned to salaries in 
the 1923 school budget. Salaries in 
September were $161,000 and Octo- 
ber salaries are to be at least that 
amount. Nothing is left for Novem- 
ber and December and President 
Gaines stated Monday that the school 
board has already diverted to sala- 
ries every available penny of other 
appropriations. 

The total anticipated revenue for 
the school department for 1923 was 
$2,264,558. Of this amount. only 
SS4L,558 remains due to the schools 
department from the city. All of it 
has been spent, or its expenditure 
contracted in advance of collection 
and no additional appropriations ean 
be made to the $161,550 salary fund.

New Orleans, La., October 29.— 
(Ky the Associated Press.) —The state 
of Louisiana has not yet given up 
hepe of. eventually running down the 
alleged murderers of Watt Daniel 
and T..F. Richard, of Mer Rouge, 
Governor John M. Parker intimated 
in an address here tonight, and if 
possible “yill put the noose about 
those responsible for the hcrror.” 

The executive addressed a crowd 
which taxed the capacity of the 
largest auditorium in the city, dis- 
cussing the present political cam- 
prign in Louisiana, the Ku Klux 
Klan and its relation to the political 
situation. 

Tne reference to running down 
those responsible for the Daniel- 
Kiehard affair, which the governor 
repeatedly had attributed to the Ku 
nlny Kian in Morenouse parish, was 
a deviition from nis prenared  ad- 
aress. He had spoken of what he 
termed the “outrages of Mer Rouge,” 
vf how the effort of the state “as 
belked at every turn br the klan 
when the attempt was made to bring 
the perpetrators of the eutrage to 
yustice,”” when he paused for the di- 
gression. 

Hope to Convict All. 

“We hope not only to get the pocr 
unfortunates who vre charged with 
m-nor offenses.” he said, ‘but ‘f pes- 
sible we will put the noose about those 
responsible for the horror.” 

More than a dozen men, most of 
them admitted members of the kian, 
will go to trial at Bastron, the seat 
of Morehouse parish, next Monday, 
cll charged with misdemeanors grow- 
ing out of the operations of hooded 
bands in the parish prior to the 
kicnaping of Daniel and Richard on 
August 24, 1922.
